Water  Supply. 

During  1961  a total  of  16?  million  gallons  was  distributed 
through  the  Council's  main  as  compared  with  160  million  in  I960. 

There  was  no  appreciable  variation  in  the  proportions  obtained  from 
Selby  0.0,  and  York  Waterworks  - 108  million  and  59  million 
respectively. 

The  Escrick  Park  Private  Supply  continues  to  feed 
properties  in  the  village  of  Escrick  and  certain  farms,  but  the  V* 
main  laid  by  the  Council  during  the  year  from  Stillingfleet  reservoir 
to  Escrick  Church  has  enabled  the  owners  to  connect  certain 
properties  direct  to  the  new  main,  and  terminated  the  supply  from 
the  private  system.  The  interconnection  provided  by  this  new  main 
has  materially  improved  the  pressure  at  Stillingfleet,  utilizing  the 
reservoir  at  Stillingfleet  to  provide  the  necessary  head. 

The  Hemingbrough  Water  Tower,  completed  in  I960,  has 
provided  a satisfactory  pressure  of  water  in  the  whole  of  the 
surrounding  area. 

Daring  the  year  84  new  supplies  have  been  connected, 
being  64  domestic  and  20  metered. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  connection  of'  properties  in  Fulford  and  Heslington 
to  the  newly  constructed  sewer  is  proceeding;  almost  the  ’whole  of 
Fulford  has  been  completed,  and  approximately  406  of'  Heslington 
village.  The  connections  in  Heslington  Village  are  likely  to  take 
some  time  to  complete,  as  the  work  is  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
expense  of  the  various  owners  concerned,  and  invariably,  the 
revised  drainage  forms  part  of  the  improvement  scheme  to  the 
property.  Some  of  the  properties  adjacent  to  the  Heslington  Hall, 
and  likely  to  be  acquired  by  the  University  Authorities,  will  not 
be  connected,  as  they  may  well  be  demolished  to  allow  for  properly 
planned  University  development. 

The  Dunnington  village  sewerage  scheme  was  completed 
about  the  end  of  the  year,  and  approximately  JCho  of  the  village 
properties  connected,  to  the  system.  The  balance  of  properties  will 
shortly  be  connected  as  part  of  the  Contract.  The  advent  of  a main 
sewer  in  the  village  has  enabled  further  residential  development  to 
commence,  chiefly  in  the  Carden  Flat  Lane  and  Water  Lane  areas. 
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The  provision  of  a sewer  has  already  shown  a considerable  improvement 
to  the  conditions  of  ditches  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Green  and 
Scauder 1 s pond. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  village  of  Nahum  was  completed 
about  the  end  of  the  year,  and  all  the  village  properties  connected 
as  part  of  the  Contract. 

Work  is  likely  to  commence  on  the  schemes  for  the  villages  of 
Elvington,  Escrick  and  Eemingbrough  during  1962.  This  will  still 
leave  Cliffe,  Deighton,  Kelfield,  Kexby,  North  Duffield,  Riccall, 
Skipwith,  Stillingfleet,  Thorganby  and  Yfheldrake  without  a proper 
sewerage  facilities,  although  it  is  anticipated  that  preparation  of 
a scheme  for  Riccall  is  likely  to  be  carried  out  during  the  coming 
year. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  refuse  collection  of  the  District  continues  by  means  of 
the  two  S & D Freighters  which  in  the  past  have  proved  adequate  for 
the  needs  of  the  District,  but  with  no  margin.  The  additional  houses 
which  are  being  erected  at  the  various  parts  of  the  District, 
especially  in  the  Dunnington,  Heslingt on  and  Fulfora  areas,  will 
gradually  overload  the  service,  and  by  the  time  the  major  estates 
in  Heslington  and  Fulford  are  completed,  the  present  two  vehicles 
will  be  inadequate. 

In  addition,  there  is  the  York  University  to  be  in 
operation,  to  a modified  degree,  by  September,  1963.  The  output  of 
refuse  from  such  an  institution  wall  eventually  be  considerable, 
and  although  a third  refuse  Freighter  would  not,  at  present,  be 
operating  all  the  working  week,  the  time  is  coming  when  one  will 
have  to  be  placed  on  order  - delivery  period  is  six  months  or  more. 


Housing. 

The  Council  continue  to  receive  Standard  Grant  application, 
and  during  the  year  72  schemes  were  carried  out,  and  grants  paid. 
Applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  again  less  frequent,  as 
the  majority  of  property  owners  found  that  the  simplified  procedure 
for  Standard  Grants  made  these  preferable.  Fourteen  Discretionary 
Grants  scheme  were  completed  during  the  year.  The  total  amount  paid 
out  in  Standard  Grants  during  the  year  was  £8,013,  and  in  Discretionary 
Grants,  £2,295-  Out  of  a total  of  86  grant  schemes  completed  during 
the  year,  42  were  occupied  by  tenants,  and  44-  were  owner  occupied. 
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The  various  village  sewerage  schemes,  yrhich  have  been 
completed,  provide  the  facilities  for  drainage  discharge,  which 
encourages  owners  to  improve  their  properties  by  one  or  other 
cf  the  Grant  schemes.  This  trend  will,  no  doubt,  continue 
village  by  village  as  the  sewer  becomes  available.  Owners 
appear  prepared  to  defer  their  improvement  schemes  to  a 
particular  property  once  they  learn  that  a definite  sewerage 
scheme,  which  will  serve  the  property,  is  being  prepared. 

Enquiries  regarding  Grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
towards  the  cost  of  converting  a pail  closet  into  a water  closet 
have  been  received,  and  one  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 
It  is  considered  that  the  Parish  -where  such  applications  are  most 
likely  is  Dunnington,  because  of  the  number  of  small  properties 
where  the  provision  of  a bathroom  would  prove  most  difficult. 


r-eneral  Housing  Conditions. 

During  the  year  11  unfit  properties  were  demolished,  and 
from  these,  eight  tenants  were  rehoused.  No  Closing  orders  were 
served,  although  various  properties  were  under  consideration,  and 
undertakings  were  received  from  owners  in  respect  of  two  properties. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  six  families  were  rehoused  from 
properties  which  were  the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders,  and  the 
clearance  of  these  sites  is  likely  to  take  place  during  the  coming 
3'ear. 


Pood  Premises 


There  has  been  regular  inspection  of  Pood  Premises  in  the 
District,  and  conditions  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  licenced 
premises  continue  to  be  satisfactory,  in  so  far  as  there  are  now 
29  of  the  31  premises  with  -water  borne  sanitation  for  both  sexes. 
One  of  the  remaining  two  is  in  Hemingbrough,  and  will  be  the 
subject  of  a modernization  scheme  as  soon  as  the  sewage  scheme  is 
completed,  but  the  other  is  in  the  village  of  Skipwith  where  no 
sewage  scheme  is  envisaged  for  some  time.  Discussions  with  the 
owners  have  taken  place  at  various  times,  and  it  is  hoped  a 
suitable  scheme  will  be  forthcoming  despite  the  absence  of  a mains 
sewer. 

Heat  Inspectio; 

Of  the  six  private  Slaughterhouses,  only  four  have  been 
regularl y used  throughout  the  year,  being  the  two  at  Dunnington, 
one  in  Cliff e,  and  one  in  Escrick.  The  Slaughterhouses  in 


Slvington  and  Fulford  have  not  "been  used  to  any  extent. 

The  implications  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  have  been 
discussed  with  the  six  occupiers  concerned,  and  proposals  for 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  are  being  submitted 
in  respect  of  the  four  premises  in  use.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the 
necessary  works  completed  by  the  early  summer  of  1962. 

Inspections  are  carried  out  on  all  carcases  passing  through 
these  Slaughterhouses,  and  during  297  visits  a total  of  310  bovines, 
892  sheep  and  195  pigs  were  examined.  There  were  no  incidents  of 
Tuberculosis  found  in  any  of  the  carcases  examined,  and  the  total 
amount  of  unsound  meat  condemned,  for  various  reasons,  was  twelve 
stones. 


General  Inspection. 

A}.1  the  various  complaints  of  housing . disrepair, 
sanitary  defects  and  nuisances  have  been  inspected,  but  nothing 
has  been  found  necessitating  a request  to  the  Council  to  institute 
formal  action.  In  addition  to  the  visits  to  Slaughterhouses 
described  about,  1,685  visits  to  various  premises  have  been  made 
during  the  year.
